Ache: gread aifionlty obstructing progross, 
was tho absence of direot obsorvation of & 
living larynx in action, Reconrea was had 
to endless stratagems to overcome the in« 
numarnble difficulties. Naturally, tho ox- 
amination ‘by means of o mirror suggested 
itnolf, Toward tho ond of the last century 
experiments with it were made, but unfor- 
tunately were futile, and for many yoars it 
acemed as if tho possibility of examining a 
living. larynx wos an illneion. Saddenly, 
however, darkooss was replaced by light. 
To Manuel Garcia, a colabrated professor 
of singing in London, was resarved tho 
riviloge of discovoring and making known 
the method and value of mirror invoatiga- 
tion. ‘Ignorant of the experiments made 
by eciontists, bo was naturally very deeply 
interested in tho vocal organs of bis papile 
exerted continually before him, and thus at 
last ho resolved upon seeking out the whys 
nd the wherofores of the melodious sounds 
emitted by the human voite. His method 
s6oms simple enough now. Taking o 
eidall’ ‘mirror, attached ‘to a long handle 
suitably’ bent, he placed it beneath the pal- 
ate, then illuminating with o ray of ean- 
light’ another mirror bold in his‘hand, he 
‘wad enabled to obtain a fall view of his 
Jarynx in motion. Tt was in 1855 that 
Garcia ‘laid before the Royal Society of 
Yondon his observations -on the vocal 
organs os seen by him in action. 


TRE USE. OF THE LARYNGORCOPE. * 
. Sineo, then the services rendered by the 
rrngoscope haraltproven of inostimablo 
yelue in onabling the physician to porform 
‘Yenportant operations, Taryngoscopic ex- 
amination {8 comparatively easy and in- 
tensely interesting. ' Few implemonts axo 
needed, and with's gas or electric lamp on 
one side of the pationt the light is reflected 
by a concave mirror fastoned by an clastic 
band ko the forchead of the surgeon, who, 
aftor esting the ‘patient to open his 
mouth, proceeds to take gently hold of the 
patient's tongue and that unruly mombor 
is next drawn forward out of tho way. 
The laryngoscope is-then applied to the 
region ofthe illuminated palate and tho 
interior uf the larynx, the play of its mus- 
cles, cartilages and lineaments can be seen 
and watebed with great distinctness, 
©" Unless the pationt is vory sensitive—and 
that evil.can in n great measure bo relieved 
by previously spraying tho irritable palate 


inatraments, |° 


with a weak solution of eocsino—a beauti- 
ful sight can. bo witnessed in’ the action of 
dhe..most. wonderful, little musical instru- 
ment, the human larynx. When the pa- 
tiont breathes quiatly the vocal bands stand 
Tavalbeately apart, ajar as it were, ‘like the 
Goors of a gato hangiig partly on one side, 
bidding wetcomo to the entering current of 
air, ‘A little more practice, and our eyes 
cah penotrate as far down as the region of 
the bifurcation of the bronchial tubes when 
tho pationt takes a doep inspiration, Then, 
when ‘tha act of phonation takes place, 
promptly the white glistening vocal bonds 
eek, leaving only » narrow opening, the 
chink of the glottis, between them. 

‘As. the voico rises up the scule higher 
and higher, these strong, elastic musealar 
bands contract, becoming more and mora 
tense, the cdges vibrating as the expiratory 
air blast is sant forth from the lungs to 
produce ono of tho most beautiful hving 
phenomena, the sound of the human voice. 

Tconfess that many a timé, when exam- 
ining a singer's throat for some real or ins 
aginery ailment, or when teaching senior 
atudents. the use of the laryngoscope, I 
bave prolonged unnecessarily the examin- 
ation in treating my scientitic and musi- 

spirit to a feast, and being obliged, 
ofttimes, to confess that, contrary to the 
prevailing opinion, the lady atudonts pos- 
wesadd the more governable tongue. 

‘The larynx presents great individual dif- 
erences, ‘Thot‘of a new-bora baby is about 
one-third the nizo of that of a woman, and 
it. growa pretty steadily up to the sixth 
year, -From that period up to the four- 
teonth and. fifteonth years thoro is little 
alteratignisnd the pitch of the voica ro- 
mains thé’ same. After that is changes 
gradually, but is more noticeable in boys 
than girls, Tho uncertainty of the boy's 
voices duting..the time of mutation isa 
curious: phenomenon and not easily ac- 
counted.for. The explanation is probably 
that the cartilagea grow faster than the 
muusles, and thus tha muscles lose contro! 
over the cartilages until everything is 
finally readjusted. It is said that the cele- 
brated Lablache found his voice changed 
into an ‘excellent bass in a siugle night, 
after having on the previous dey taxed his 
Yoica to ths utmost at-a festival of achurch. 
-Rven large-sized women have ao smaller 

than men, its angles are Jess salient, 

its muscles weaker, The sounds emitted 
through its instrumentality are shriller. 
"With advancing age its cartilages oasify; 
supplencss decreases and the voice gen; 
‘erally louse both power and beauty. 
~ OBJECT OF VOICE TRALNING, 

Tha object to be nimed at in voice-train- 
ing-is, in-Dr Mackenzie's words, two-fold : 
*First, the development of tho powers of 
-the* vocal organs to the fullest extent, and 
sxdeond, the education of the voice as an in- 
strument of artistic expression.’ 

+ It is cortainly necessary for proper train- 
ing o£ the voice thet its three main factors, 
the motive-power, the vibrating element 
aud the resonant machinery should be de- 
foloped. OF courss the air current supplied 
by the Iungs is the motive-power. Proper 
Management of the breath is a fundamental 
eoadition of good singiog. IEf the reapira- 
- ‘tign isdefective, the voica however beauti- 
fol;-cin never be used with artistic eftect. 
Tho breath, of course, must bo taken noise- 
lessly, for certainly it in very distressing 
when bearing gasps often disturbing the 
“flood of vocal melody, similar to the creak- 
ing of the organ’a bellows. ‘The air should 
be drawn in through the nose, the natural 
chanael, the mouth to be used only when 
absolutely necessary,
